South Side Hard Hit. 

Apparently the greatest fury uf the 
storm was eentered in the smith side. 
Here the \ii!i'ine ot' water was so gienl 
that the streets in many places wore 
running water at a depth of two or 
mole feet. In the back yards between 
Chestnut and Morion avenues a smal! 
liver began at Kssex avenue, gaining 
speed and vnlunie as it swept down the 
grade, (iardens and even small bushes 
were llattened by this current, and 
when the clouds cleared away sonic 
garden patches were found to be nuler 
a foot or so of water. 

On the corner of Kssex and Chestnut 
avenues, a large branch was ripped 
from a maple tree and fell into the 
street. In the Nhortridge Kstate, below 
Wynnewood avenue (also called 
Quiun's Field), two large maple trees 
were torn out by the roots and -hurled 
to the ground. In nil parts of this 
tract small brunches were broken off, 
and below Woodside avenue a line pop- 
lar, struck by lightning, was split right 
down the center. 

The creek which flows through the 
park rose to several feet above its 



normal height on the mirth side, ami 
by the time it reached Klmu ond avenue 
was nvcr its banks.

Mr. Charles Decker, the coopcrativc 
observer of the Weather Bureau at 
'Narberth, declares it is the heaviest 
rainfall for the periud since observa- 
tions were begun. 

His records show that 1 ..IS inches of 
rain fell in the short time of one hour 
and twenty-five minutes, from ~t.'20 ]'. 
M. till li.4."i 1'. M. This was not, strict 
ly speaking, a cloudburst, although 
\ lav few persons have ever seen a 
nearer approach to one in these parts. 
Some hail about the size of a pea fell 
during the stnrni, and then' was a tem- 
perature drup of over twenty degrees 
in ten minutes.
